Booklets containing inform- 
ation on scholarships at the' uni- 
versity entrance level aro being 
compiled by the National Fed- 
eration of Canadian University 
Students. 

In October delegutes to tho 
NFCUS conference decided to 
take action on this matter. It was 
felt that 'many students wishing 
to continue their studies after 
high school failed to take full 
advantage of scholarships due to 
lack of knowledge of those avail- 
able. 

The Federal Government as 
well as university authorities is 
interested In this scheme, and 
tho Government has agreed to 
take an active part in the com- 
pilation. 

This material will be available 
not only in Canada but also 
abroad. In Canada the booklets 
will be available to secondary 
school authorities, and abroad 
foreign students will bo ablo to 
obtain them through represent- 
atives of the Government of Can- 
ada and UNESCO. 

At the present time, n sample 
of the questionnaire on which the 
survey will be based is being 
sent to tho Registrars as well as 
to tho local committee chairmen 
of almost all Canadian universi- 
ties.

Divinity Lacks Force 



near Sir, 

A few days ago the McGIII Daily published 
the result of a debate between the Faculties of 
Law and Divinity. It was with utter disgust that 
I read that Divinity could not successfully show 
that religion Is more beneficial to society than 
law. 

I would say that Divinity's lack of forceful 
and convincing presentation reflects a general 
trend In the sphere of religion today. Most theo- 
logians nowadays, have their thinking poisoned 
with philosophies and concepts that are diametric- 
ally opposed to pure Bible teachings; consequent- 
ly, they are unable to convince those who listen 
critically and think profoundly Hint religion is 
any more essential to society than its own cust- 
oms and law. They have been swept along with 
the tide of popular outlook, opinion and thought. 
Very few churchmen both preach and practice tho 
jreat moral precepts blven by God to Moses for 
man. Numerous priests, ministers and church 
leaders In general smoke, drink, sanction games 
of chance, promote questionable social activities 
to raise funds, and In many other ways fail to he

the proper example to those they have the respon- 
sibility of giving guidance. And when someone has 
the courage to denounce their actions, they scoff 
at him, calling him a fanatic, narrowmlndcd and 
old-fashioned. Mow can such people convince 
anyone that religion Is more beneficial than law? 
With so many religious leaders falling so miser- 
ably In their Duty both to <: 0 d and to humanity, 
I too would say that law today Is moro beneficial 
than religion. Let me hasten to add. however, 
i hat this should he. not In the minds of many, 
religion has fallen Into desrepute. 

Let our clergymen perform iheir duty by 
preaching and exemplifying the principles our 
religious pioneers upheld and died for. Let them 
"give the trumpet a certain sound"' today. Let 
'here be a revival of fundamentalist doctrines, 
hellefs and practices. Then, and only then, will 
students of theology he able to convince studen.s 
of law and anyone that religion is more beneficial 
to society than law not only by logical presenta- 
tion, but also by actual demonstration.

One of the conclusions arrived at by the delegates to the World University Service 
Seminar in India last summer concerns the importance of education in the development 
of that country. For not only must the underdeveloped areas develop their natural or phys- 
ical resources by means of power projects, agricultural programs, and industrialization, 
they must develop what is perhaps their greatest resource — their people. The people of 
India ar*e also 'underdeveloped*. 

The school and universities of India have assumed great importance with the gain- 
ing of independence — this is not only true because a free country needs educated leaders 
to manage its affairs wisely and well; but because it is from the educated minority that 
the original impetus and leadership came for the movement which finally brought about 
that independence. It is perhaps ironical to note that the leaders in the fight for India's 
independence were mostly British-educated— the products of Oxford, Cambridge, London, 
Edinburgh and Glasgow Universities. The leadership then in the struggle for independen- 
ce came from the university communities and from the university educated. 



This group was, and still is, a 
very small minority of tho In- 
dian population. Tho literate po- 
pulation Is only IT. 2% of thu 
total population. The causes for 
this can ho grouped under two 
headings: those reasons for lack 
of education that arise from tin- 
fact of India's poverty, from tlw 
size of population, from the fact 
that more than 75% of the vast 
population (362 million) live In 
villages — most of them inaccess- 
ible: added to these are reasons 
that arlso out of the fact of 
India's having been In a colonial 
situation for such a long time, n 
situation where the real purpose 
of Indian education was to prov- 
ide clerks and Junior administrât 
ors for tho British colonial gov- 
ernment. 

MASS EDUCATION' 

Tho first group of reasons can 
be summed up by saying that any

FACILITIES LACKING 
This need for teachers puts the 
present load primarily on the 
universities and teachers train- 
ing schools which must produc.u 
them. And again, many of the 
problems are still there. There id 
Just as much of a lack of uni- 
versity teachers as thero is of 
primary and secondary school 
teachers. There Is a drastic lack 
of equipment, facilities, buildings, 
labs, textbooks. There Is a lack 
of living space for students, 
thousands upon thousands living 
in miserable conditions in refu- 
gee camps or In similar slum 
areas. The health of the students 
is bad, with TU, malaria, dyscm-

sort of mass education in a coun- 
try ns vast nnd as heavily popul- 
ated as India is an extremely 
difficult proposition at any time. 
The second group can he summed 
up by saying that mnss education 
was not the nlm of the nrltlsh 
administrators, nor was technical 
education — which is so desperat- 
ely needed in India today. 
i'MMARY NEEDS 
M'lint then nro the primary 
educational needs ill India 
now? First of all, the extension 
of i primary and secondary 
education to n much larger 
segment of the population than 
is readied today. The problems 
involved hero are many: lack 
of funds, difficulty of commun- 
ication lo remote villages — 
hut most of all, lack of leach- 
eers — lark of the trained peo- 
ple who not only can tench 
people to read and to write, 
but ran awaken them to tin: 
new world, so that Ihry will 



ery, and parasitic diseases being 
the ordinary conditions of life. 
Medical treatment is often frust- 
rated by tho return of students to 
appalling living conditions and 
unhealthy and Inadequate food. 
LANGUAGE DIFFICULTY 
, One problem which creates 
great difficulty is that of text- 
books — this Is Intimately con- 
nected with the Inngungo prob- 
lem. There nro some twelve 
major Inngiingcs spoken in In- 
dia, and uncounted numbers' of 
dialects. There is no ono Inng- 
ungo which cverono under- 
stands. Through the national 
langiingn is officially Hindi, if 
nnytliing, the most understood 
language among university^ 
students Is Knglish (another 
legacy or tho British). How- 
ever, this is not sponken well 
by the majority, nnd to study 
tinlrers.lt}- subjects In whnt Is 
practically a foreign language 
Is somewhat difficult. Still,

Defense of Classics 



Dear Kir: 

It Is not my Intention to tuku Issue with 
the views expressed (In Thursday's edition) by 
Dr, Utndrn, concerning compulsory Instruction 
In Latin. I shall leave that task to the profes- 
sor's boss. 

I should like, however, to comment on the 
article by your Mr. Heath, entitled, "The Cada- 
verous Classics" (alas! the price that Is paid for 
alliteration). 

Mr. Heath has the mind of an adding ma- 
chine In his opinion the study of Classics Is 
il Selena and outmoded. It shows no profits and 
pays no dividends. It Is true that towards the 
conclusion of his essay lie does very graciously 
concede that the Chtsics have douo somebody 
some good somo time, and are even now of 
value, but only to tho "specialist". Of course, 
this Is a latter-day fallacy, one of llio symptoms 
of tho contemporary trend towards specialisa- 
tion. 

I do not propose to battle Mr. Heath's nttacks 
on tho value of Classics as an Intellectual cata- 
lyst; this argument has been over-worked, over- 
emphasized, and over-rated nil round. There 
nie far more Important reasons for studying 
Classics. 

Mr. Heath has clearly forgotten — or perhaps 
has iiever realised — that Western civilisation, of 
which wo aro members, did not Just spring up 
overnight. It is the product of a continuous de- 
velopment, and has Its roots In tho/ culture of 



Classical Greece und Rome. Wo — you and I, and 
yes, oven Mr. Heath — as members of this civili- 
zation, are also products of that development. 
Our actions, our thoughts, and our attitudes, all 
aro Influenced by thu traditions of our forebears 
Whether these trudllions aro good or bad Is dif- 
ficult lo say. but In any case we owo II to our- 
selves, uud to those who come after us, to ac- 
quaint ourselves with tho culluroof the West, 
so' that wo may know who we are, and what 
we arc. 

Tho study of Classics Is perhaps more Im- 
portant today than It has been for a long lime. 
It wo are to be engaged in n battle for the sur- 
vival of Western civilisation, we must know 
what we uro fighting for. The best men of 
Greece uud Rome, whose Idcus aro the basis ot 
all Western thought, are fur from dead. As long 
ns their thoughts aro ullve, so long shall they 
live, and, so long ahull we. Consequently we 
must try to understand how they lived, how thoy 
thought, and how they communicated their 
Ideas. To that extent Is the study of Classics 
Important. 

One Inst word to .Mr. Heath: tho Greeks, 
for all their antiquity were a pretty bright 
hunch. Thoy had n word or two for Just about 
everything. They even had a proverh which 
might be applied lo your article. It goes like 
this: ONOS ESTI, ONOS LYRAS AKOV-OW.N.
